Bodies ol Victims Horribly Cut- 


Mm Situation is fery 


Disquieting. 


Vienna, June 18—=-The Neu Re- 


forma correspondent at Cracow to- 
day telegraphed from Bailystok the 
story of an eye witness to the recent 
massacres, Mho says that at 3 o'clock 
in the morning following the flret 
day's outbreak troops inarched to ~b 
forest win-re 800 Jews were hidden, 
and fired several 
volleys 
into the 


fugitives. Eighty pei-sons were lolled 
suid many wounded. The correspond- 
ent estimated the total killed in the 
city and district 
at 1,500. The 


slaughter continued yesterday. 


AVHOLESALE MASSACRE. 


Berlin, June 18—Regarding the 


massacre of Hebrews 
at Bialystok, 


Russia, last week, Dr. Nathan, chair- 
man of the association 
of German 


Jews, in an interview with the corre- 
spondent of the Scripps-McRae Press 
Association today said: 


"We have absolutely authentic 


proofs that the Bialystok massacr* 
was the beginning of an elaborate 
scheme of auti-semitic outbreaks ai>_ 
ranged to take place in all parte^jf 
Bussia. We have proofs that a terri- 
ble conspiracy exists to exterminate 
the Jews iu Russia." 


MORE RIOTIXG TODAY. 


Warsaw, June 1S—Anti-Jewish riots 


are breaking out in towsn of Zab- 
ludow, Goniondz and Ossowisc, locat- 
ed near Bailystok. 


BODIES ARE 3f ANGLED. 


Odtssa, June 18—A Bialystok fliS- 


patch today says that the bodies of 
ninety Jews are in the mortuary of 
the hospital there and 
200 Jewish 


corpses are in the mortuary 
of the 


Sanitarium. One-third of the bodies 
are horribly mutilated, showing tlife 
manner in which the mebs wofkeST 
and how the victims were abused. 
The casualties among the Gentiles Is 
Riven at six killed, eight wounded. 
People here were worked up to 
a 


highly nervous condition this after- 
noon owing to the fears that there 
might be an outbreak 
in this city. 


The governor, howpver, has succead- 
ed in quieting the rough element and 
the feeling is better.

SUBMARINE BELL TEST 


Warnings In Fog and Storm 


Sent From Ocean Depths. 


SIGNALS WERE HEABD MILES AWAY 


DIPLOMACY EXCHANGE. 


Clearing House Principle to Be 


Tried In London. 


PLAN-FOE IMPBOVIMTHE SEEVIOE

To put the receiver of a telephone to 
our ear aiid hear the sonorous note of 


a warning bell come out of the seu; by 
the same means to hear the throb of a 
steamship's screw wheu the steamship 
caimot be seeu and by these sounds to 
drive a vessel through foy or darkness, 
avoiding collisions and reel's, acknowl- 
edging signals and making port as a 
skipper would in broad daylight, sav- 
ors of the opening chapter ol a novel 
t»y Jules Verne. Nevertheless these 
things can nowTje done, and they are 
made possible by the submarine tele- 
phone. 


The signal is the invention of Pro- 


fessor Elisha Gray of Chicago and Ar- 
thur J. Mundy. It is controlled by the 
Submarine Signal company. Through 
the courtesy of the latter a representa- 
tive of the* New York Times witnessed 
a demonstration of submarine signal- 
ing on a recent afternoon at Sandy 
Hook. 


A specially chartered tug took the 


party that had been invited to see the 
demonstration from Pier 6" to the San- 
dy Hook lightship, which was riding 
easily on an oily swell and the crew 
•were idling on deck playing cards and 
checkers. The only sound that broke 
the stillness of the ocean was the mel- 
ancholy tolling of a bell. One tried to 
trace the sound in vain. The big bell 
on deck was, motionless. One of the 
men was asked where the* sound came 
from. He pointed down into the sea. 


"Submarine," said he. 
"Pong! Pong!" was the sound that 


came from the depths of the ocean. 


The captain of the lightship explain- 


ed that this was the bell from which 
steamships fitted with the submarine 
telephone took their bearings. It was 
huiig from the keel of the lightship, he 
said,' and ships miles away, be the 
weather thick or clear, could hear it by 
telephone and know just where they 
were. 


The telephone was shown later, but 


the bell was the first thing to be' ex- 
plained. Deep down in the sea it is 
operated by compressed air. A wheel 
turning in the engine room of the light- 
ship marked off five seconds of silence, 
then a notch released enough com- 
pressed air to drive the tongue pt the 
submarine bell. The ghostly note came 
out of the sea twice with an interval of 
a second and a half, then there was a 
lapse of five seconds. Again the dou- 
ble note sounded. Then' there was a 
lapse of three seconds. The continued 
repetition of the bell notes with the al- 
ternate lapses of five and three seconds 
constituted a signal which to mariners 
spelled in the submarine signal code 
"Sandy Hook Light." 


Although many ships are fitted with 


the telephone which receives the warn- 
ing note of the submarine bell, the ves- 
sel used in the demonstration was a 
tug, in the wheelhouse of which there 
hung what looked like an ordinary tele- 
phone. The party returned to the tug 
to see the second and most important 
part of the invention. 
On the way 


from the lightship to the tug the carry- 
ing power of water was demonstrated 
by the fact that while the air did not 
carry, the sound of the deep sea bell 
the melancholy notes came through the 
oars and the woodwork of the row- 
boat. 


On board the tug full speed was or- 


dered. The little craft traveled over a 
mile to the west of the lightship. When 
at last it came to a full stop absolute 
silence prevailed except for the voices 
of the passengers. The bell notes were 
lost, and the lightship itself was a little 
thing in the distance. Acting upon the 
suggestion of an official representing 
the signal company, the members of 
the party took turns at putting the 
telephone receiver to their ears. As 
clearly, though not so loudly as before, 
the sonorous bell pealed out of the sea. 
The throb of the steamship Francesca's 
screw was also heard long before the 
ressel came in sight of the tug. 


The submarine telephone is exactly 


like any other telephone so far as its 
general theory Is concerned. It begins 
5n the wheel house and ends in the 
bilges. 
Here, closely pressed against 


the shell of the vessel, is a transmitter 
case full of water, and into it is insert- 
«d a microphone. This microphone is 
a metal «lrum. The plates of the vessel 
form tin: diaphragm. Tlie water trans- 
mits the sound to this. The importance 
of being able to trace a sound in dark- 
ness or fog lias always been appreciat- 
ed by mariners. Many a good ship has 
.gone to pieces through the inability of 
the master to do it. 
"The submarine 


signal settles this difficulty. 


One each side of a vessel having the 


telephone aboard there is a receiver. 
A switch closes the port microphone 
and leaves tthe starboard open, as a 
man might listen \vjjh one ear shut 
and the other on the alert. Both re- 
celve«s are oi>ened and shut 3n turn 
until It is made clear from which side 
the sound comes the loudest, 
Th5s 


part of the invention, the company 
hope's, will be much improved as time 
jws on, so that mariners will be nb!? 
to find a sound with perfect .nci-ur.ncy. 
As it Js. a vessel wilh the submarine 
sitmal apparatus nml not approa<h 
within a iniie of a JicMsbip. a reel or 
land where the bell sives out its warn- 
ing without l»eii]g fltvar" <if it.

"Shirt sleeves diplomacy" is about to 


spring another open and above board 
combination on the diplomatic chess 
board; an example of the app'licatiou 
of business principles to a calling 
which in bygone years was character- 
ized by dark lantern methods, duplici- 
ty and intrigue, says the New York 
Post's Washington correspondent. It 
Is nothing less than an American diplo- 
matic clearing house in London, under 
the supervision of the American am- 
bassador to Great Britain. There it is 
purposed to assemble the important 
bits of Information gathered'by all the 
diplomatic and consular officials main- 
tained in Europe'by the United States. 
This knowledge will be classified and 
filed away, to be kept secret, unless 
and until some specified disposition of 
It is authorized by '• the secretary of 
state. It will be a duplication of so 
much of the department's records as 
relates to Europe, and the "purpose of 
having it assembled at the most im- 
portant 
American 
diplomatic 
post 


abroad is to facilitate diplomatic action 
and save the expense of cable tolls on 
diffusing information sent to Washing- 
ton from European courts and which 
the department wishes to place in the 
hands of its representatives at the 
other great capitals abroad. 


This important departure in state de- 


partment usage is to be, made effective 
by a paragraph in the diplomatic and 
consular appropriation bill, which is 
now before the senate for action, as 
follows: 


Clerks at the Embassy at London.--For 


two clerks at the embassy to Ore-it Brit- 
ain, 
one at the rate of 81,800 per annum 


and one at the rate of $1.200 per annum. 


Adoption of such a plan will have the 


effect of making Ambassador Reid a 
sort of vice secretary of state. Even 
now his post is the most important of 
all the positions in the service. Other 
ambassadors hold the same rank, but 
with Mr. Heid the supervising head of 
an official bureau which will assimilate 
and dispense to all other ambassadors 
secret information which they will in- 
dividually furnish to him his position 
will assume an added measure of re- 
sponsibility. 


Advocacy of a clearing house plan is 


but a development of >Ir. Root's pains- 
taking and gradual mastery of every 
detail of state department work. Many 
officials who enter the government 
service are satisfied to fall directly into 
line with the usage of the department 
and follow as closely as may be in the 
footsteps of their predecessors. Upon 
such basis is "red tape" founded—the 
desire to do what has always been 
done and to do nothing else for fear of 
setting a precedent. Mr. Root is not 
afflicted with any such fear. 
If he 


sees something which may be impi-ov- 
ed or simplified be doesn't hesitate to 
authorize the change. His cold, busi- 
nesslike manner is rather liked by leg- 
islators at the capitol. who are sick and 
tired of the importunities of subordin- 
ate officials. They do not withhold ad- 
miration from a man who knows what 
he wants and goes after it as if he in- 
tended to get it, so the veterans have a 
large measure of confidence in Mr. 
Root's recommendations, and it is al- 
together likely they will thinji as he 
does about the clearing house plan and 
keep it in the bill. 


An important provision which is not 


likely to stay in, however, Is the one 
requiring that all necessary clerks at 
American " embassies and 
legations 


shall be citizens of the United States. 
In its essence the provision is highly 
desirable and not subject to adverse 
comment. Men who have held high po- 
sitions in the American diplomatic 
service agree that it is not to this coun- 
try's interests to hare foreigners shar- 
ing its diplomatic secrets, 'few as they 
are, and having access to the archives 
of our missions abroad. But the de- 
partment officials know that such a 
rigid exclusion policy cannot be made 
effective within three weeks or, in 
other words, at the beginning of the 
next fiscal year, July 1, when all ap- 
propriation

GOLD CATCHING IRON CHAIN 


Montana Man's Startling Discovery 


In an Old Well. 


Herman Hermsmeyer ,of Sheridan, 


Mont., a son of the fatherland, saya he 
has stumbled upon an easy way of 
gathering gold. 


He has an old fashioned chain pump 


in his well, and a short time ago he dis- 
covered glistening particles of gold 
dust clinging to its links, says a Sheri- 
dan special dispatch to the Cincinnati 
Tribune. 


Investigation brought out, the fact 


that the whole length of the chain, 
something like a hundred feet, had 
been eaten full of small holes by the 
action of alkali. These holes, says 
Hermsmeyer, were full of pure gold. 
He dugr out the contents of several 
holes with a penknife, and a test 
proved that the cold was genuine. 


He now proposes to melt the chain 


and clean up several hundred dollars. 
Hermsmeyer says the water in the well 
must contain gold in minute particles, 
which through precipitation have be- 
come lodged in the holes eaten by the 
alkali. If his clean up pans out as he 
hoped he proposes to lease all the -wells 
in Sheridan and put in chain pumps. 


CANAL DIGGING BY MUSIC.

Panama I,aborers Happy. 


Music is playing an important part 


in the digging of the isthmian canal, 
says a Washington dispatch. Laborers 
from the West Indies are all accus- 
tomed to sing as they work, and bosses 
who are capable of leading a chorus 
have much greater success than men 
who do not have that faculty.

of Agriculture Final Control of the 
Question as to the Fitness of Slaugh- 
tered Animals For Food — Other 
Change Suggested. 


Washington, June 18.—Speaker Can- 


non spent some time at the White 
House with President Roosevelt, con- 
ferring on legislative matters. 
The 


speaker said regarding the adjourn- 
ment program that he expects con- 
gress will close up business and get 
away from Washington by July 1. Re- 
garding the meat inspection legisla- 
tion, Mr. Cannon reiterated his opinion 
that safe and sane legislation would 
be enacted and that, notwithstanding 
differences on the matter of judicial 
review, 
everybody's 
constitutional 


rights will be protected.

the house committee 'on agriculture, 
including Representative Adams ot 
Wisconsin, devoted some time to dis- 
cussion of various features of the 
amendments proposed by the house 
committee to which the president has 
made objection. 


At a meeting of the committee on 


agriculture 
the 
meat 
inspection 


amendment was considered. A sug- 
gested amendment which Mr. Adams 
says emanated from the department of 
agriculture officials, and which it is 
said is favorably considered by the 
president, has been brought forward to 
eliminate the objections set out by the 
president to the court review proposed 
by the amendment. This new proposi- 
tion-is designed to give the secretary 
of agriculture the final control of the 
situation so far as the question of the 
fitness of the slaughtered animals for 
human food is concerned, by the in- 
sertion of the following clause in the 
paragraph in the amendment relating 
to the inspection and condemnation at 
the post-mortem examination of such 
animals: "Whioh in the judgment of 
the secretary of agriculture are un- 
sound, unhealthful, unwholesome and 
unfit for human food." This clause Is 
suggested to take the place of the 
words "found to be unsound, unhealth- 
ful," 
etc. 


The proposed amendment is expect- 


ed to meet with opposition from the 
packing interests, who object to dele- 
gating such final authority to the de 
partment officials. Mr. Adams ex- 
pressed the opinion that the commit- 
tee on agriculture will recede from its 
position, waiving the appointment of 
inspectors under the civil service com- 
mission. This waiver was inserted in 
the amendment because, he says, the 
committee was under the erroneous 
impression that the department had 
not a sufficient list of persons avail- 
able for that position. 


President Roosevelt added another 


chapter to the literature of the meat 
inspection controversy, the chief mag- 
istrate replying to the letter of Chair- 
man Wadsworth of the house commit- 
tee on agriculture. He says: "I wish 
promptly to acknowledge the one por- 
tion of your letter in which you are in 
the main right. I was in error in the 
statement, which I accepted from Sen- 
ator Beveridge, that there was no pro- 
vision for making the plants accessible 
at all hours to the inspectors. The 
provision was put in an another place. 
But it is not as good as the original 
provision. The court provision is the 
one to which I most object I wish to 
repeat that if deliberately designed to 
prevent the remedying of the evils 
complained of, this is the exact pro- 
vision which the friends of the pack- 
ers and the packers themselves would 
have provided. I am happy to. tell 
you that I have seen a member of 
your committee, Mr. Adams, and 1 
went over with him together with Mr. 
McCabe and Mr. Reynolds, the various 
points in which the bill as you have 
reported it fails to accomplish our pur- 
pose, and make the specific recom- 
mendation necessary in each case to 
remedy the failure; and in each case 
Mr. Adams stated that he personally 
would accept the alterations we pro- 
posed."

UPHEAVAL 


IN RUSSIA 


Imminence of an Armed Uprising the 


One Topic of Conversation. 


UNREST THROUGHOUT EMPIRE 


Mutiny In the Army, Agrarian Disor- 


ders, Anti-Jewish 
Demonstrations 


and Industrial Strikes—Revolution- 
ists Hold Public Meetings Daily. 
Order Restored at Bialystok. 


St. Petersburg, June 18.—The situ- 


ation throughout Russian empire is 
hourly growing more disquieting, and 
the country seems to be on the verge 
of another great upheaval. In St. Pe- 
tersburg and Moscow the populace is 
greatly excited and nothing is talked 
of except a general political strike 
which would bring the government to 
its knees. The proletariat leaders, 
who have been preparing for months 
for a blow, believe the moment has 
come to strike. The agrarian troubles 
now are sufficiently extended and dis- 
orders in the army aie rife. The gov- 
ernment has openly refused to accede 
to the demands of parliament and a 
rupture is imminent there. 


Incipient strikes in St. Petersburg 


and Moscow, with which the move- 
ment was started, while based osten- 
sibly on economic grounds, really are 
purely political. The committee of the 
unemployed is only a revolutionary or- 
ganization, like last fall's committee of 
workmen in disguise. The bakers of 
St. Petersburg and adjoining towns 
struck, and only the black bread eaten 
by the poor was sold. The streets 
were filled with crowds of workmen. 


A monster meeting of 15,000 Social 


Democrats and -workmen held at Teri- 
oki, Finland, was addressed by sev- 
eral members of the "group of toil" 
of parliament, and every revolutionaiy- 
utterance was frantically applauded. 


The imminence of an armed upris- 


ing is the one subject of conversation 
in the hotels, cafes and public gar- 
dens. In spite of their prohibition by 
the police, meetings are held daily in 
the industrial centers. At all of these 
revolution is glorified. The prefect at 
Moscow ordered the boulevards to be 
occupied by troops in order to prevent 
revolutionary processions. The gover- 
nor at Kaluga .issued strict orders to 
the prefect to prevent with all the 
means in his power anticipated Jewish- 
massacres. A telegram from Idarie, in 
the province of Erivan, says that the 
the province. citlBnvan says that the 
warfare between tlie Tartars and Ar- 
menians is spreS3T&g" with increasing 
violence. 
Troops and Cossacks have 


been sent from Tiflls. 


The affair at Bialystok apparently 


has burned itself out. No further 
bloodshed is reported and no more is 
expected, even by the radicals, who 
are satisfied that the authorities are 
now in control and -will do eveiything 
possible to prevent a renewal ^of the 
excesses. This confidence is based on 
the action of the 'governor of Grodno, 
who is hated and distrusted by the 
bureaucrats, and who after investigat- 
ing the situation at Bialystok took the 
unprecedented step, in order to pre- 
vent a spread of the massacres, of tel- 
egraphing the authorities of all towns 
within the Jewish, pale denying the 
alleged official reports that the disor- 
ders were due to the wanton throwing 
of bombs at a Christian procession by 
Jewish revolutionists. This measure, 
aided, -by the Catholic clergy, who 
throughout Russian Poland addressed 
their congregations imploring them 
not to believe reports spread broad- 
cast for the purpose of stirring up 
bloody excesses, was efficacious 
in 


calming the agitated spirits among 
the Christian population. The Catho- 
lics of Warsaw canceled a great relig- 
ious procession -which was to have 
been held here in order to avoid the 
chance of a conflict 


The exact number of -victims at Bia; 


lystok is unknown, but it is estimated 
that 100 persons have been killed. Two 
hundred persons are lying wounded in 
two hospitals of the city. Martial law 
has been proclaimed and troops are 
arriving constantly. 


Work of Terrorists. 


Warsaw. June IS.—A band of terror- 


ists held up a mail wagon, killed the 
driver and his horses and two soldiers, 
and plundered the mails and escaped. 
Five terrorists shot and killed a police 
officer and his wife while they were 
walking in th» street, and escaped. 
The Jews of Warsaw are uneasy, but 
at present th^rc is no indication of Sn 
anti-Jewish outbreak.

American and 
European Merchants, ' 


Bankers and Shipping Firms Pro- 
testing Against Present Conditions.' 
Circulation of War Notes Found to 
Be a Serious Handicap. 
j 


Peking, June 18.—American and Eu- J 


ropean merchants, bankers and ship- J 
pers are protesting against the Jap- 
anese government's administration in ^ 
Manchuria. The Japanese occupation 
under the Portsmouth treaty will con- 
tinue until next April, and in the 
meantime foreign commerce is amost 
blocked, the Japanese merchants gain- 
ing advantages which make it increas- 
ingly difficult to compete with them. 
Foreign goods now enter Manchuria 
through Port Newchwang, where the 
regular Chinese customs duties are 
levied, while the Japanese import 
through Dalny and Antung without 
duty. Mukden and Antuag are nomi- 
nally opened to foreign trade, but for- 
eigners are not permitted to go inland 
without Japanese passes, while many 
Japanese merchants, miners and pro- 
moters are allowed to travel the coun- 
try free. 


Antung and Mukden at present are 


practically worthless bases for foreign 
trade because of the difficulty in dis- 
tributing goods from these points. The 
foreign merchants are further handi- 
capped by the circulation of war notes 
to an amount estimated at between 
50,000,000 alid 75,000,000 yen, which 
can be used only in Japanese trade. 


Consul General Sainmons visited 


Mukden and Antung to arrange with 
the Chinese the details of the opening 
of these points to foreign trade under 
the American treaty of 1903. It is be- 
lieved the Chinese are stubboraly try- 
ing to insist on regulations similar to 
those -whereby Tsing Tail and Shan-

CANAL BILL IS 


UP TO SENATE 


Washington, June 18. — In prepara- 


tion for the vote on the sea-level Pan- 
ama canal bill, which is fixed for next 
Thursday, the senate will devote much 
of the time this week prior to that 
date to the consideration of the bill. 
Senator Knox is scheduled for a 
speech in support of a lock canal, and 
he will he followed by other senators 
for and against the bill as it stands. 
-The adoption ot a provision iu the sun- 
dry civil appropriation bill by the 
house in opposition to the sea-level 
type of canal has had the effect of 
stimulating interest in the senate, and 
it is probable that this provision will 
itself be made the subject of discus- 
sion. The senate agreement calls for 
a final vote on the bill before adjourn- 
ment on Thursday and for beginning 
the vote on the amendments at 3 
o'clock on that day.

AT SAN FRANCISCO 


Washington, June 18. — Postmaster 


General Cortelyou received final re- 
ports from the postmaster at San 
Francisco detailing the conditions dur- 
ing the great disaster and pointing out 
that tbe amount of mail lost was com- 
paratively small. The postmaster re- 
ports that on May 24 the records of 
the canceling machines at the San 
Francisco postoffice 
showed collec- 


tions of mail within 60.000 letters of 
the heaviest collections of record in 
the office, while the stamp rates were 
•witnin $200 of normal The postmaster 
savs. ho-never, that the mailings of 
second-class matter were but a little 
orver 20 i«er cent of the amount before 
the earthquake.
